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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to After-Final arguments filed July 2, 2007. 

Response to Arguments 
The Office notes the following arguments): 

(a) Beyda does not teach using the registration connections to relay data between 
users A and B. 

(b) In order to relay emails between user A and B, a forwarding connection initiated 
by relay server is required. 

(c) Beyda teaches registration connections initiated and established by a user A and 
B. However, those connections are clearly not used to relay data between users 
A and B. 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to: 

(a), (c) Beyda teaches both users A and B establishing a registration connection 
with the relay server. User A registers initially with the relay server in order to send and 
receive emails, chat, etc. User B sends an email to User A. However, User B is not 
registered with the relay server to send emails. Therefore, User B registers with the 
relay server and then sends emails to User A via the relay server (column 5, lines 18- 
20, 33-40, 52-65, column 6, lines 9-21, 60-65). 
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Indeed, communication (sending of emails) is carried out between Users A and B in 
accordance with connection demand information (registration information) generated 
from one of the first (User A) and second network devices (User B). 
(b) Beyda teaches User A initiating, logging into, and establishing a first connection 
with the relay server (column 5, lines 18-33). Beyda further teaches User B initiating by 
trying to send an email to User A, logging into, and establishing a second connection 
with the relay server (column 5, lines 58-65, column 6, lines 9-25). Therefore, the relay 
server does not initiate a connection with the first and second devices. 
Applicant further admits that Beyda teaches registration connections initiated and 
established by a User A and B (see page 3, last paragraph of arguments of Amendment 
filed July 2, 2007). However, contradicts by stating that the relay server initiates.
